A Tientsin letter to the New York 


Sun says: "The Chinese Government 
seems to be entirely absorbed jnat now 
in making the preliminary arrangements 
for the young Emperor's marriage and 
his assumption of authority as the 
actual head of the state. Tha first of 
theao arrangements is for him to wor- 
ship at the tombs of his ancestors, and 
this requires a journey of about one 
hundred miles to the northwestward. 
A special road has been bailt for him to 
travel over. It is covered with yellow 
sand, and furnished with imperial lodg- 
ing houses at suitable intervals, and 
cannot be used by any one else till he 
is done with it. He will be accompanied 
on his journey by a l»rg« retinae, in- 
cluding the Empress Regent (his aunt), 
the Seventh Prince (his father), the 
Viceroy Li Hang Chang (his tutor), 
and many of the grand dignitaries of the 
Empire. 
He will start at three or four 


o'clock in the morning from the impe- 
rial palace at Peking, will ride in a 
covered cart, aud'all the etreitts and 
roads through which his cortege passes 
will be carefully guarded from foreign 
eyes. It is understood that he will 
have to repeat the jonrney to the tombs 
of the dynasty after his marriage, which 
is set for next year, but after that it will 
not be required of him again. 


"Of course the journey and attending 


ceremonies will be regulated according 
to well-established custom, and will be 
very grand, including as they will the 
most important Chinese officials, be- 
sides servants and onlooker?, who are 
permitted to take part in .them, either 
as agents or witnesses. It is estimated 
that the expense of the affair, which will 
last about teu days, including the time 
spent in going and coming, will be 
somewhere between five hundred thou- 
sand and n million.

Kegent has selected one of her nieces, 
the daughter of the Duke Chow, as the 
first wife o( the young Emperor, anc 
that the young lady, who is just sixteen, 
is pretty, amiable, and highly accom- 
plished.
